H E N J ustice Oliver W endell Holm es died in 19 3? , after 
thirty years on the Supreme Court bench, he left his entire fortune of 
$2 50,0*00 to the United States Government. Rich people called it a 
foolish gesture— w hat good would that lit­ 
tle bit do the government? But the plain 
people liked it and said so. The J usticc vas 
giving his money back where he got it. 
The story of J ustice Holmes— and also 
of his famous father and grandfather 
— xs 
depicted in "Yankee From O lym pus,” a 
biography by Catherine Drinker Bowen, 
the Book-of-the-M onth Club selection for 
May. “ N ever,” writes Dr. H enry Seidel 
Canby, in the Book-of-the-M onth Club! 
N ew s, "were three generations of men so 
sharply characteristic of their times, yet jo 
intensely individual and so utterly differ­ 
ent from one another.” 
Reverend Abiel Holm es, the grandfather, was Minister of the First! 
Parish in Cajiibridge, author, am ong other historical and poetic works,' 
of "American Annals— A H istory of America,” which was published 
in America and England and received everywhere with acclaim. 
Oliver W endell wa.s the exact opposite of his puritanical father, re­ 
acting w ith wisecracks to the m ost serious of matters, the author of; 
"The A utocrat of the Breakfast Table” and the premier w it in the 
Anglo-Saxon world of his time. Y et professionally, as Mrs. Bowen por-' 
crays him, he wa.i a.s serious and devoted in 
his medical career as his father had been 
in his pastorate. 
But m ostly this book focuses on Mr. 
J usticc 
Holmes. It is an extraordinary 
story of a handsome youth, favored of the 
gods, first hardened by liis experience of 
the Civil War, then back to Boston to 
years of legal study, so intense that he al­ 
most forgot to ask the girl he loved to marry him. In the Supreme 
Court he soon became known as "Tlie Great Dissenter,” a title he held 
and earned to the end of his days. A t his death, he was recognized as 
one of the great champions in our time of liberty, freedom, and th« 
rights of the common man.

Oliver Wendell Holm es, Senior, is still famous for his aphorisms, but' 
two which he passed on to his son proved 
inaccurate. H e wanted young W endell to 
be a doctor and was grieved when he be­ 
gan liis legal studies. “ N o great man can 
be a lawyer,” he said, and “ If you can eat 
sawdust without butter, young man, you 
will be a success in your time.”

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HOUSEWIVES TAKE I N RATION ING C ALMLY 
An Associated Press dispatch from Washington sa\s 
that housewives apparently h avent felt any urge 
because of meat unrationmg—to buy out the butt her 
shops. 
Tile unrationing, except on beef steaks and roasts, 
went into effect 
a week ago. 
Now, after 
reports from all its regional 
offices 
around the country, the W ar Food Administration 
(WFA) says there has been no great buying rush. 
One reason given: 
Before unrationing, meat points 
generally had been low 
enough to allow most i amines 
sufficient meat. This forestalled 
a desire to splurge 
when points were removed. 
But it seems likely that more meat will be con­ 
sumed now than before it was point free. 
Able to get 
unrationed meat as they want it, housewives can spread 
red points on the rationed kind. 
OPA says the total anticipated supply of meat for 
civilians in May is 25 per cent greater than a year ago. 
Two things can throw the picture out of focus: 
1. 
Meat distribution had been geared to a rationed 
supply- 
It: takes about four weeks for meat to move 
from packing house to neighborhood butcher shop. Any 
large increased buying in one city cc lid mean loss meat 
generally for that city until the distribution system 
was able to cope with it. 
This may be happening r» >w in some places, although, 
as noted above, according to WFA it is not general. 
2. 
If there was heavy demand in tile mid-west, 
near the packing plants, the areas most distant from 
the plants might feel a pinch. For, if prices were fairly 
©qual around the country, the packers could save 
shipping expenses by selling closer to home. 


A TIME FOR PRAYER 
(The Bradford Era) 
Several weeks ago this newspaper suggested a 
nation-wide call to prayer foi the success of the Allied 
armies.

. H E N Justice Oliver Wendell Holmes died in 1931, after 
thirty years on the Supreme Court bench, he left his entire fortune of 
$250,000 to the United States Government. Rich people called it a 
foolish gesture— what good would that lit­ 
tle bit do the government? But the plain 
people liked it and said so. The Justice was 
giving his money back where he got it. 
The story of Justice Holmes— and also 
of his famous father and grandfather-—if 
depicted in "Yankee Prom Olympus, 
a 
biography by Catherine Drinker Bowen, 
the Book-of-the-Month Club selection for 
May. "Never,” writes Dr. Henry Seidel 
Canby, in the Book-of-the-Month Club 
N ew s, "were three generations of men so 
sharply characteristic of their times, yet jo 
intensely individual and so utterly differ­ 
ent from one another.” 
Reverend Abicl Holmes, the grandfather, was Minister of the First! 
Parish in Cambridge, author, among other historical and poetic tories,: 
of “ American Annals— A History of America, 
which was published 
in America and England and received everywhere with acclaim. 
Oliver Wendell was the exact opposite of his puritanical father, re­ 
acting with wisecracks to the most serious of matters, the autnor of; 
"The Autocrat of the Breakfast Table” and the premier wit in th* 
Anglo-Saxon world of his time. Y et professionally, as Mrs. Bowen por­ 
trays him, he was as serious and devoted in 
his medical career as his father had been 
in his pastorate. 
But m ostly this book focuses on Mr. 
Justice 
Holmes. It is an extraordinary 
story of a handsome youth, iavored of the 
gods, first hardened by Iris experience of 
the Civil War, then back to Boston to 
years of legal study, so intense that he al­ 
m ost forgot to ask the girl he loved to marry him. In the Supreme 
Court he soon became known as 
The Great Dissenter, 
a title he held 
and earned to the end of his days. A t his death, he was recognized as 
one of the great champions in our time of liberty, freedom, and th* 
rights of the common man.

Oliver Wendell Holm es, Senior, is still famous for his aphorisms, but 
two which he passed on to his son proved 
inaccurate. H e wanted young Wendell to 
be a doctor and was grieved when he be­ 
gan his legal studies. "N o great man can 
be a lawyer,” he said, and " lf you can eat 
sawdust w ithout butter, young man, you 
will be a success in your tim e.”
